groes. Healso had two ancient six-pounders 
ia porition. Baxter’s artillery was summ:d 
up in an antiquated tweoty-pounder 
seige-piece, a relic of the war. Baxter could 
have sejzed the State House and summarily 


- ejected Brooks, but in doing sc he would 


have come in conflict with the United States 
troops, who, io trying to prevent bloodshed, 
practically protected Brooks in the State 
House. The situation was eminently satis— 
factory to Clayton & Co., whoare the really 
promoters ef allthis infamy. It paralyized 
Baxter’s efforts, unless he was willing to en- 
counter Federal forces, He decided to try a 
more peaceful remedy. Aftcr receiving assur- 
ances from the President tht the Legislature 
would be protected, he issu da proclamation 
convening that body at L'ttle Rock, May 11.

The almost unparalleled season of rain, 
and the terrible experiences of devastating 
freshets the Southern States are now under- 
going, furnish basis for the most serious ap- 
prehension. The farmers are getting far be- 
hind in their work, and what has been done 
is in danger of material injury, if not de- 
struction. In addition to this, the frechets 
in some States have rendered useless for the 
present year extensive areas of the best 
lands, and cut off their contribution to the 
harvest of 1874. 

This state of things should cause mature 
reflection and incite to earnest action. Two 
results will necessarily follow the condition 
of the farming interests above set forth. 
First, 
largely decreased ; and sccondly, the crops 
will be later and thus further endangered. 

What then should be done? In the first 
place, every farmer should see to it that, af- 
ter securing a sufficiency in the cereals, every 
possible pound of cotton shall be produced. 
Then, as the plantiog interests are so back- 
ward, it may be the part of wisdom to be 
somewhat liberal with fertilizers to stimulate 
growth. We throw out these suggestions 
for the consideration of our farming friends.

The sum 
in question is allotted to States like Califor- 
nia, which don’t want it, or like Florida, 
where there is not enough business to absorb 
it; but the greater and more prosperous 
States can not get adollar. The President 
was deceived by some treasury Official into a 
statement that is literally true, but glaringly 
untrue as nresented in the veto messege.

The bill cannot ba passed over tbe 
veto, for the majority in its favor in both 
houses was smali, It is possible that Judge 
Kelley’s “interconvertible” pond scheme, or 
General Gordon’s free banking proposition, 
may pass and be acceptable to the President; 
but we do noi think this probable. We be- 
lieve thet either of them will be even move 
objectionable to the Wall street and bond- 
hoiding interest than the bill just vetoed, and 
will therefore share the same fate, 

But the demand for an increase of money 
will unquestionably continue und intensify. 
It looks, now, as if it is to be the great ques- 
ticm to sever party ties and break party or- 
ganizations—perbaps creating sectional par- 
ties instead of those now existing. We are 
satisfied that the interests which have caused 
the defeat of this bill will not be promoted 
by such a reorganization of parties, but on 
the contrary wiil suffer for having pushed 
devotion to their own interests to we extent 
of anisgonizing too eharply the interests of 
Classes greater in numbers and equally ear- 
nest when arou ed to fight for the prosperity 
of their own industries. .

“Be it resolved, That the Committee on 
Railways and Canals be instructed to prepare 
and report a bill for the opening up and im- 
provement of the great natural highways of 
the country, and their connection by such 
artificial channels as will give to our people 
the cheap transportation they demand; end 
that the 14th day of May be set apart for the 
consideration of this sut ject, to the exclusion 
of al) other business and orders, and each day 
thereafier until dispdsed of.”’ 


General Young epruvg this resolu- 
tion upoo the Honse without note 
of warviog, an@® when read it cre- 


ated quite a stir. The yeas and nays 
were demanded on the motion to suspend 
the rujes, and the vote was as follows :. 130 
yeas, 74 nays; 86 not voting. Two-thirds 
rot voting ia the affirmative, the rules were 
not suspended; but the large majority the 
resolution received under the circumstances 
makes glad the hearts of the friends of cheap 
travsportation, ani causes a deal of com- 
ment. Of thuse not voting, 42 are said to 
be friendly to the canal bill. Some objected to 
the resolution as 2%xing mandatory,who would 
have wcted fur one less Ughtly drawn.

THE BILL RELATING TO TAX SALES IN THE 
SOUTH. 


In January last Mr. Clayton introduced a 
bili in the Senate “for the relief of purchas- 
ers of lands sold for direct texes in the in- 
surreetionary States. The bill, which ,was 
referred to the Judiciary Committee, reads 
as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Reprssentatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assemvied, That in aj 
cases where the purchaser, his heirs, assigns 
or legal representative of Jands sold under 
the provisivns of the act entitled “an act for 
the collection of direct taxes in the insurrec- 
tionary d stricts within the United States, 
and fur other purposes,” approved 
June seventh, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two, and the acts supplemental 
thereto and amendatory thereo,f shall have 
been evicied therefrom, prior to tbe nioth 
day of May, eighteen huudred and seventy- 
two, by the judgment of any United States 
Court, by reason of any inequality, defect, 
or other thing neglecied, sutfered, or per~ 
formed by an direct tax Commissioner or 
commissioners, or board of commissioners, 
rendering eaid tax sale void, or by reason of a 
tender having been made before the day of 
s:le,or for apy other Cause rendering said 
sale invalid, the Secretary of the Treusury, 
on being satisfied that any such purchaser, 
his heirs, assigns, or legal representatives, 
without his or their Cwlusion, bave been 
evicted frcm or turned out of possession of 
any such land, by the judgment of any 
United States court, is hereby author- 
ized and directed, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise § ap- 
propriated, to repay to said purchaser, 
his heirs, assigns, or legal representatives, & 
sum of money ¢qual to that originally paid 
by the purchaser of the land so recuvered. 
with six per centum interest from the day of 
sale until the time of payment, and all costs 
for which a judgment was rendered against 
him io the suit in which the judgment of 
eviction was had.
